St. Louis is under consideration by the 
Rate Adjustment Committee of the 
Business Men’s League and the repre- 
sentatives of the coal carrying railroads. 
The proposed adjustment is that the 
rate to East St. Louis shall be increascd 
109 cents a ton and the rate to St. Louis 
decreased 10 cents a ton, thereby elimi- 
nating the arbitrary and placing both 
sides of the river on a coal rate parity.

1.e difference of 20 cents a ton in the 
coal rate was an item that always fig- 
ured hurtfully in the negotiations. The 
league representatives thought they 
could do more effective work in build- 
ing up the manufacturing business of 
the city if they could get the same rate 
for St. Louis that Kast St. Louis has, 

Robert L. Whitelaw, who was vice- 
chairman of the Bridge and Terminals 
Conunission, which conducted the nego- 
tiations with the railroads for the re- 
moval of the bridge arbitrary beyond 
the 100-mile limit, is chairman of the 
Rate Adjustment Committee of the 
league. A meeting between the com- 
mittee and the railroad representatives 
is scheduled to be held this week. The 
railroads are known to be willing to 
tiake some concession to the league, 
and if the arbitrary is not entirelv re- 
moved it is believed it will be reduced 
to 10 cents a ton.

The really potent arguments against the par- 
cels post are more numerous than the same class 
of arguments against government-owned tele- 
graphs—-there being more express companies 
than telegraph companies—but the parcels post 
will be long in operation before Mr. Hitchcock’s 
latest recommendation will be taken seriously.

The 
company will be compelled t9 
change back to the ‘“‘nickel-last” 
system, fully 50,000 telephones which 
have been installed recently. Un- 
der the ‘‘nickel last’’ the connec- 
tion jie established before the coin 
is dropped. 
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The Bell Telephone Co. will have to 
increase its service rates in St. Louis 
or go into bankruptey, according to 
prominent stockholders, The company, 
om tts present schedule of rates, they 
set forth, is earning less than 24 per 
eentoon its $8,880,000 capital, and is hav- 
ing a hard time raising money for nec- 
essary improvements and reserves, ac- 
cording to the same authority. 

‘The directors of the company met at 5 
Py mh Tuesday to discuss regular busi- 
ness matters, and the rate situation. 
Many business organizations have pro- 
tested against the increase in the rate 
ef direct business telephones from $738 a 
year to $108. 

Awone of the stoc kholders of the com- 
pany explained it, the rate was cut from 
$125 a year to $78 a year about two years 
ago by one faction of the directors in 
an effort to drive the Kinloch company 
out of business in St. Louis The fac- 
tion cutting the rate represented the 
American Telephone and Telegraph Co. 
The St. Louis faction, representing the 
opposition to the American, sot control 
othe company and began an investiga- 
iien of the company’s affairs, with the 
result that it was found, they said, the 
$78 mate was not remunerative. 

-» Service More Expensive. 

The stockholder said a Bell telephone 
was used seven times as frequently 
as a Kinloch, and consequently the 
service Was More expensive. 

. W. Mott, general manager of the 
company, and George Bowles, general 
counsel, said the rate problem would be 
explained at a public hearing before the 
Municipal Assembly Wednesday on a 
bill fixing a maximum rate at $8 a 
vear, and limiting the service to two- 
party lines. 

Mott and Bowles said that it was nec- 
essany,. from a revenue standpoint, to 
increase the rates. Less than 9 per cent

“We have tried the $78 rate for two 
Jears,” suid Manager Mott. “It has 
not been remunerative. As the rate was 
reduced from $125 and we are putting it 
haek ohly to $108, the public is better 
off than before the original cut in the 
rate. 

“There is a competitive company in 
St. Louis and also a public service com- 
mission. It would be folly for the com- 
pany to increase the rate unless it was 
absolutely necessary. All that we are 
nsking is permission to charge a rea- 
sonable rate, so that we may earn a 
fair rato of dividend and lay aside a 
proper. amount for depreciation, im- 
provement and emergency. We would 
not think of asking more. | 

“We aré compelled, being a publfe 
Service corporation, to deliver service to 
the public. Unless we can get a better 
rate than now prevails, the company 
will exentually be forced into a condi- 
tion where the public will suffer.”’
